The conditions' brought about by the 
general strike now Involving more than 
Sft.ooo union men and women, are be¬ 
coming increasingly serious. Prior to 
the walk-out of the telegraphers, re¬ 
ports were spread by union men that 
the Winnipeg members of the three 
railroad brotherhoods were discussing 
the advisability of joining the strike. 
No announcement eras made by leaders 
of the trainmen but the report per¬ 
sisted at union labor headquarters that 
a strike vote would be taken to-day. 
Union Men linked this report with a 
rumor, wholly unconfirmed from any 
official source, but much discussed la 
strike circles, that a force of Mounted 
Police had been ordered to Winnipeg.

New York. May IT—"The upper¬ 
most thought In the minds and hearts 
of all the American soldiers acn.es th* 
eea le a burning desire to come back 
home.” said Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, who returned here to-day 
from Europe. “We are bringing them 
back rapidly. About 299.000 were 
brought back in April; and more than 
that number will be transported to the 
United States In May and June. This 
wUL^feavs about 400.000 American 
troop* in Europe on July 1, and there 
will he facilities to return all our sol¬ 
diers as soon as the needs of ths coun¬ 
try will re l ease men from whatever 
army of occupation may be required." 

He declared the navy's building pro¬ 
gramme would be carried out In detail 
unless li.terfered with by the provis¬ 
ions of lh«a League of Nations. 

"With a League of Nations," he said., 
“there would be no competitive build¬ 
ing programme."

Re¬ 
ferring to the statement The deer It 
banted, bolted and barred against 
taxation o( foodstuffs.- be said ha al¬ 
ways considered that a rebate of exist- 
Ins duties stood on an entirely dif¬ 
ferent plana If It removed taxation 
from food. It would certainly not odd 
to the cost of living or la any way 
burden the British people. It should 
not be treated U a question of prin¬ 
ciple. but as a measure of Imperial 
diplomacy designed to express the 
warmth of the nation’s gratitude to 
the Dominions far their assistance In 
the war. The Dominions wanted this 
rebate sad the British would bo wise 
to concede It while keeping the great

TREPASSEY TO THE AZORES. 

The flight of a United States naval seaplane 
from Trepassey, Newfoundland, to the, Azores, 
while not a trails Atlantic performance in' tha 
sense of Tlie Daily Mail competition for which 
British aviators have entered, nevertheless is a 
notable achievement The leader, seaplane N. C. 4, 
started at ti.05 yesterday evening and, flying all 
night, reached Horta on the island of Fayal, about 
the centre of the Azores archipelago, at 8.30 
o’clock this morning, thus covering,the 1,200 miles 
between the two points in 14 hours and 13 minutes, 
the average speed being more than eighty miles 
an hour. 

The stretch between Trepassey and the Azores 
is the first leg of the journey. Tbe second trip 
is aeruss the Atlantic to Lisbon, the capital of Por¬ 
tugal, a distance of about 800 miles. There will 
then remain the last gap between Lisbon and Ply¬ 
mouth, the final destination, a distance of 775 
miles. Thus the schedule of the I nitecT'HLaJex sea¬ 
planes calls for a flight of 2,7 t 5 miles from Tre-" 
passey to Plymouth, divided into three stages and 
with two stops en route. Aa the longest stage 
has been passed there is no reason to doubt the 
ability of the flier* to complete the schedule. 

Every possible safeguard was taken to in¬ 
sure a successful flight between Newfoundland 
and the Azores. Hhips were stationed at intervals 
to indicate the course, and the problem of navi¬ 
gation therefore was made easy, while the safety 
of the pilots was provided for. The intention in 
making these preparations was to eliminate the 
element of chance as far as possible. Presumably 
similar measures have been taken for the eight- 
hundred-mile flight between the Azores and Lis¬ 
bon and the stretch between Portugal and Ply¬ 
mouth. 

Tffr'DSfiy Mail prize competition Is an affo- 
pether different thing. It calls for a continuous 
flight across the Atlantic/or, in other words, be¬ 
tween America and Europe. The distance over the 
course from NcwfoiiudJand to Ireland is l.SOOmiles, 
or 600 miles longer than the first stage of, the trip 
on which American seaplanes are engaged. It 
would be quite easy to arrange for a schedule be¬ 
tween Newfoundland and Ireland which would 
correspond to the triangular course chosen by the 
U. S. naval seaplanes. This could be done by using 
Greenland or Iceland, or both, as stopping place*. 

The distance from Newfoundland to Green¬ 
land is 665 miles; from Gree nlan d -to I r e l a nd it t» 
900 miles and from Iceland to Irelaud about 700 
miles, the whole route covering about 2^100 
nitft Or a route could-he defined with a single 
stop at Greenland, 665 miles from Newfoundland, 
and 1,200 miles to Ireland. But these variations 
would not meet the conditions of the present 
trans-Atlantic contest. The contestants must 
cross the ocean-in one stage. 

Meanwhile, we hear very little of Lieut. Fou- 
tain, of the French army, who left some time ago 
for Seuegambia, West Africa, from where he will 
try to fly to Brazil, a distance of 1,600 miles. This, 
alao, is to be a continuous flight and we assume 
Fontain is a contestant for The Daily Mail prize. 
The prospects of the dirigible as a winner of the 
sontiuuous flight competition have received n- set¬ 
back in tbe loss of the big airship whieh recently 
flew from Montsuk Point, New York, to New¬ 
foundland with the object of starting at once 
upon a voyage to Ireland. A British dirigible, 
however, is expected to make the attempt in a 
few days, and the race is not yet lost to the lsrger 
craft, iu the meantime the seaplane flight of 1,200 
mites from Newfoundland to the Azores estab¬ 
lishes a record for an aerial journey over the 
Atlantic.

Tisilioadmis excitement and 
confusion reigned throughout Yoko¬ 
hama during the course of the fire 
which burned well Into the night be¬ 
fore the fire fighters got ths coo-

cited employees.

Indescribable Scenes. I 

Indescribable scenes were witnessed 
In the fire-swept districts. The poorer ' 
classes worked frantically to save what 
they could of their little property. Both 
sides of the canal were strewn with 
the personal belongings of those un¬ 
fortunates who had been evicted by 1 
the flames. 

The heart of the burning district 
was a scene of desolation and devasta¬ 
tion. The vast area wus soon a mass 
of smoking ruins and debrta Many 
people who had taken refuge In Yoko¬ 
hama Park, thinking they would be 
safe, were terrified when the flying 
cinders set fire to the pavilion. SfRendid 
work was performed by the Japanese 
Red Cross and foreign volunteers who 
worked ceaselessly throughout the 
night In laktng care of the homeless 
refugees and prompt measures were 
taken by the authorities,In organizing 
for the relief of the thousands of des¬ 
titute people. _
